The Causes of Wrongful 
Conviction 

By Paul Craig Roberts 

In our time of asset freezes, 
asset forfeitures, coercive plea bargains, 
and budget-driven conviction rates, as 
well as the demise of the prosecutorial 
ethic and the erosion of what Blackstone 
called “the Rights of Englishmen,” no 
one is safe. 

Correcting such practices will 
require both changing the incentives 
that motivate police and prosecutors 
and resurrecting the belief that the 
function of justice is to find the truth. 
Procedural and evidentiary reforms — 
such as those suggested by Scheck, 
Neufeld, and Dwyer ( Actual Innocence, 
255-60) — cannot alone remedy the 
inroads that a Benthamite view of law 
has made on the Blackstonian view. 

William Blackstone (1723- 
1780) conceived of law as the people’s 
shield. It is better, he said, for ten guilty 
men to go free than for one innocent 
man to be convicted. In contrast, 
Jeremy Bentham (1748-1832) viewed 
the law as a weapon the government 
wields to punish criminals or anyone 
else in the name of the greatest good for 
the greatest number. He believed in 
rounding up people who might commit 
crimes. He wanted to restore torture to 
aid in securing convictions, and he 
believed that a defendant’s lawyer had 
an obligation to aid the prosecution. 

In his Commentaries on the 
Laws of England Blackstone called the 
legal principles that made the law a 
shield “the Rights of Englishmen.” 
These rights include due process, the 
attorney- client privilege, equality before 
the law, the right to confront adverse 
witnesses, and the prohibitions against 
crimes without intent, bills of attainder, 
self-incrimination, retroactive law, and 
attacks against a person through his 


property. Each of these principles has 
been breached. 

Today prosecutors create bills 
of attainder by tailoring novel 
interpretations of law to fit the targeted 
defendant. A favorite tactic is to 
criminalize civil infractions, as in the 
Charles Keating savings- and-loan case 
(Roberts and Stratton, The Tyranny of 
Good Intentions, 51-54). Clark Clifford 
and Robert Altman were indicted not for 
a statutory violation but on a 
prosecutor’s “novel theory” that two 
separate legal transactions comprised a 
“conspiracy” (Roberts and Stratton, 54- 
60). Even accidents and mistakes in 
filling out government forms have been 
criminalized, as in the Benjamin Lacy 
case (Roberts and Stratton, 50, 60-61). 
The ancient principle of mens rea — no 
crime without intent — has been 
obliterated. 

The New Deal made its own 
contribution to wrongful conviction. An 
important feature of much New Deal 
legislation was congressional delegation 
of law-making power to regulatory 
agencies. Delegation combined 
statutory authority and enforcement 
authority in the same hands. The 
bureaucrats’ ability to define criminal 
offenses by their interpretation of the 
regulations that they write gives 
regulatory police vast discretion. 

In 1990, U.S. assistant attorney 
general Stuart M. Gerson indicted the 
blue-chip law firm Kaye, Scholer as “an 
abettor of crime” for not divulging to thrift 
regulators information pertaining to its 
client Charles Keating and his Lincoln 
Savings and Loan (Roberts and 
Stratton, 107-10). The Justice 
Department ignored the fact that 
Keating’s crime had not been 
established at the time of the law firm’s 
indictment. 


In 1996, federal district judge 
John G. Davies overturned Keating’s 
conviction as a violation of mens rea 
and the constitutional prohibition of ex 
post facto law ( Keating v. Hood), but 
Kaye, Scholer still suffered the loss of 
the $41 million it paid to settle the 
Justice Department’s indictment. 

The Justice Department 
coerced the law firm into that settlement 
by freezing its assets and its four 
hundred partners’ personal assets 
(Roberts and Stratton, 107). Many 
prominent legal authorities regard the 
government’s action as illegal, but Kaye, 
Scholer, unable to meet its payroll or 
pay its bills, was powerless to resist the 
coercion. Not even a prominent law firm 
can hold the Justice Department 
accountable if its assets and those of its 
partners are frozen. 

Prosecutors enjoy an 
enormous degree of immunity from 
prosecution and civil lawsuit even when 
their unlawful and improper actions are 
exposed.

U.N.: Nearly 1 Gun for Every 
American 

United Nations (AP) - The 
United States has by far the largest 
number of publicly owned firearms in the 
world and is approaching the point 
where there is one gun for every 
American, according to the 2003 Small 
Arms Survey. 

According to the survey, the 
crackdown on terrorism after Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks on the U.S. "had little 
effect on the size of the global stockpile 
of 639 million known small arms." 

The survey estimated the 
global value of small arms production at 
about $7.4 billion - with the U.S. and 
Russia accounting for more than 70 







percent of production. The estimate of 
the legal small arms trade - $4 billion a 
year - also remains the same, with the 
European Union dominating the 
international export market. 

America is now estimated to 
have between 238 million and 276 
million firearms, compared with some 
250 million legally owned guns, or 84 for 
every 100 people recorded in a July 
2001 survey. 

The country with the second- 
highest gun ownership is Yemen, with 
between 33 and 50 firearms per 100 
people, followed by Finland with 39 per 
100, the new survey said. 

"Contrary to the common 
assumption that Europeans are virtually 
unarmed, the 15 countries of the 
European Union have an estimated 84 
million firearms. Of that 67 million (80 
percent) are in civilian hands," the 
survey said. With a total population of 
375 million people, this amounts to 17.4 
guns for every 100 people. 

The survey of global small 
arms was released on the second day of 
a weeklong U.N. meeting reviewing 
progress toward implementing a U.N. 
program adopted two years ago to 
combat small arms trafficking. More 
than 30 researchers contributed to the 
project, which is coordinated at the 
Graduate Institute of International 
Studies in Geneva and financed by a 
dozen Western governments. 

Peter Batchelor, the survey's 
project director, said that there are still 
"disappointingly low levels of 
transparency" about the global arms 
trade, with only about 20 countries 
providing annual export reports. Sixty 
countries are known to be engaged in 
the legal trade. 

"Based on our research, it's 
clear that the value and the volume of 
the legal international trade has 
appeared to decline since the 1990s. 
This has been led by a dramatic fall in 
the trade of military weapons, and also 
certain categories of civilian firearms," 
he said. 

Batchelor said the illicit trade is 
believed to be worth about $1 billion, or 
20 percent of the legal trade. 

New research is leading to an 
increasingly balanced, though still 
incomplete, picture of the distribution of 
small arms and light weapons, the 
survey said. 

Although it is has been widely 
reported that Afghanistan has at least 
10 million small arms, the survey said, 
“careful analysis places the total 
between 500,000 and 1.5 million 
weapons." 

It also said there probably are 
no more than 30 million firearms among 


civilians, insurgents and governments of 
the 44 countries of sub-Saharan Africa. 

“This is enough guns to 
perpetuate fighting in many countries 
and raise the danger of criminal violence 
in many others, but it is not enough to 
render the situation totally beyond 
hope," the survey said.

“Gun Town USA” 

As the nation debates whether 
more guns or fewer can prevent 
tragedies like the Virginia Tech 
Massacre, a notable anniversary passed 
last month in a Georgia town that 
witnessed a dramatic plunge in crime 
and violence after mandating residents 
to own firearms. 

In March 1982 the small town 
of Kennesaw - responding to a handgun 
ban in Morton Grove, III. - unanimously 
passed an ordinance requiring each 
head of household to own and maintain 
a gun. Since then, despite dire 
predictions of "Wild West" showdowns 
and increased violence and accidents, 
not a single resident has been involved 
in a fatal shooting - as a victim, attacker 
or defender. 

Prior to enactment of the law, 
Kennesaw had a population of just 
5,242 but a crime rate significantly 
higher (4,332 per 100,000) than the 
national average (3,899 per 100,000). 
The latest statistics available - for the 
year 2005 - show the rate at 2,027 per 
100,000. Meanwhile, the population has 
skyrocketed to 28,189. 


By comparison, the population 
of Morton Grove, the first city in Illinois 
to adopt a gun ban for anyone other 
than police officers, has actually 
dropped slightly and stands at 22,202. 
More significantly, perhaps, the city's 
crime rate increased by 15.7 percent 
immediately after the gun ban, even 
though the overall crime rate in Cook 
County rose only 3 percent. Today the 
township's crime rate stands at 2,268 
per 100,000. 

This was not what some 

predicted. 

In a column titled "Gun Town 
USA," Art Buchwald suggested 

Kennesaw would become a place where 
routine disagreements between 

neighbors would be settled in shootouts. 

The Washington Post mocked 

Kennesaw as "the brave little city ... 

soon to be pistol-packing capital of the 
world." 

Reuters, the European news 
service, revisited the Kennesaw 

controversy following the Virginia Tech 
Massacre. 

Police Lt. Craig Graydon said: 
"When the Kennesaw law was passed in 
1982 there was a substantial drop in 
crime ... and we have maintained a 
really low crime rate since then. We are 
sure it is one of the lowest (crime) towns 
in the metro area." Kennesaw is just 
north of Atlanta. 

The Reuters story went on to 
report: "Since the Virginia Tech 
shootings, some conservative U.S. talk 
show hosts have rejected attempts to 
link the massacre to the availability of 
guns, arguing that had students been 
allowed to carry weapons on campus 
someone might have been able to shoot 
the killer." 

Virginia Tech, like many of the 
nation's schools and college campuses, 
is a so-called "gun-free zone," which 
Second Amendment supporters say 
invites gun violence - especially from 
disturbed individuals seeking to kill as 
many victims as possible. 

Cho Seung-Hui murdered 32 
and wounded another 15 before turning 
his gun on himself.

Each year, students decorate 
wide caps with princesses, football goal 
posts, zebras, guitars and other items to 
express their personalities and career 
goals. 

One boy was told he couldn't 
participate unless he agreed to clip off 
the tips of the plastic guns carried by the 
minuscule GIs on his cap. Ten others 
complied with the order before the 
event. 

Parents reacted angrily, calling 
Principal Denise Leonard's decision 
censorship, but the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula School District defended her. 

Cole McNamara and Austin 
Nakata, 11-year-old buddies who share 
an interest in all things military, said they 
put the toys on their hats to support 
American troops in Iraq. 

To treat the "injuries" caused 
by the order to remove the offending 
weaponry, Austin wrapped the plastic 
stumps in white gauze and painted on 
faux blood. 

In enforcing the decision, the 
district cited its Safe Schools policy and 
the federal Gun Free Schools Act of 
1994, a federal law designed to remove 
firearms from schools. 

A copy of the district's Safe 
Schools policy obtained by the Daily 
Breeze includes no mention of toy army 
men. Students found to be "possessing, 
selling or otherwise furnishing a firearm" 
are expelled for one year, the policy 
states.

UN “Human Rights Council” 
Worse than Ever 

Canada has blasted the 
Geneva-based United Nations Human 
Rights Council for its decision to end 
ongoing scrutiny of Cuba and Belarus 
while renewing it for Israel. 

In another blow to the UNs' 
credibility on human rights, Libya was 
elected to chair the panel preparing for 
the 2009 World Racism Conference. 


As the council's first year 
closed, human rights groups, U.S. 
lawmakers and even council member 
Canada criticized the council for 
protecting or conspiring with repressive 
governments. 

"In our view, the council has 
failed to meet the test of its principles of 
universality, impartiality, objectivity and 
non-selectivity," Foreign Minister Peter 
MacKay said in language that is 
unusually blunt for diplomatic circles. 

Florida Rep. Ileana Ros- 
Lehtinen, ranking Republican on the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
yesterday amended the Foreign 
Operations Appropriations legislation to 
withhold the roughly $3.3 million U.S. 
contribution to the Human Rights 
Council, which she called "a poisonous 
charade." She said, "The structure and 
work of the council, whose membership 
includes some of the world's most 
notorious human rights abusers, is 
hopelessly flawed and thoroughly 
compromised by gross political 
manipulation." 

The Human Rights Council 
was created by the General Assembly 
last year to replace its deeply politicized 
and compromised predecessor. But 
despite high hopes for a clean slate, 
many repressive regimes were voted 
onto the council, offering others cover 
and watering down resolutions. 

Member Algeria, for example, 
tried to persuade moderate African 
nations to vote against a resolution to 
censure Sudan. When they refused, 
Algiers and Khartoum co-scripted a 
resolution that narrowly passed calling 
for more study but no outright 
condemnation. 

Among the council's 47 
members are Pakistan, China and Saudi 
Arabia, as well as other countries of 
concern. 

According to diplomats and 
observers, Canada was the lone 
holdout, as the council tried to reach a 
compromise on the renewal of 
mandates for its human rights 
rapporteurs. 

Ottawa finally agreed to the 
deal, in which country mandates were 
renewed for North Korea, Haiti, Liberia 
and Burma, among others, after it was 
agreed that Belarus and Cuba would be 
subject to periodic review of their 
records, much the same as every other 
nation. 

The special rapporteur for 
Palestinian territories, however, is in 
effect "until the end of the Israeli 
occupation," according to a U.N.

“21 Feet”

They had the time to 
think about what they needed to do on 
that flight, and they all came to the same 
conclusion that they were probably all 
going to die anyway, so why not take 
out the hijackers even if they died too? 

There is nothing so dangerous 
as a human being with nothing to lose, 
especially if we think we are acting to 
save others. Just look at all the cases 
where a soldier throws himself on a 
hand grenade to protect his buddies.

So here’s the deal: You may 
attend a college or even a business 
environment where you’ll get fired if 
anyone finds out you are packing a gun, 
but bringing along an assisted-opening 
folding knife, like the SOG Trident with 
pocket clip, won’t garner you more 
attention than if you chew gum.

Libby Trial Exposes Neocon 
Shadow Government

Patrick Fitzgerald, the 
prosecutor in the trial of Vice President 
Dick Cheney's man, I. Lewis (Scooter) 
Libby, is accomplishing what no one 
else in Washington has been able to: 
[Document the rise of the 
neoconservatives]. 

The trial record - testimony, 
exhibits, the lot - will be there, in one 
place, for investigators, scholars, 
reporters and Congress to pore over. It 
goes far beyond the charges against Mr. 
Libby. It is, instead, a road map to the 
abuses of power that Mr. Bush and Mr. 
Cheney and their shadow government 
of neoconservatives have committed as 
the neocons carried out what they had 


been planning for years: an invasion of 
Iraq - and other military excursions - for 
the purpose of expanding American 
dominion. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was careful not 
to overreach, crafting the indictment of 
Mr. Libby narrowly: He had lied to a 
grand jury, and to F.B.I. agents, about 
media leaks to discredit a vocal critic of 
the war, former Ambassador Joseph 
Wilson, whom in 2002 the C.I.A. asked 
to investigate unconfirmed reports that 
Saddam Hussein had tried to purchase 
500 tons of yellowcake uranium from 
Niger to be further refined to produce 
nuclear weapons. 

Mr. Wilson found no 
meaningful evidence of such a plot. 

Even as the White House 
found itself apologizing for a January 
2003 State of the Union address which 
continued to tout the uranium story and 
other known falsehoods about the Iraqi 
threat, it continued the push for war. The 
invasion began on March 20, 2003. 

In a July 6, 2003, Op-Ed article 
for The New York Times, Mr. Wilson 
charged that the administration had 
manufactured evidence to win support 
for the war. This story drove the White 
House into a frenzy - in particular Mr. 
Cheney, the administration's leading 
hawk. 

The smear campaign against 
Mr. Wilson and his wife, Valerie Plame, 
went into high gear. Conservative pundit 
Robert Novak, a frequent conduit for 
White House whispers, wrote a column 
on July 14, 2003, attacking Mr. Wilson 
and outing Ms. Plame as a C.I.A. 
"operative." The trial has since identified 
one of the unnamed senior 
administration officials Mr. Novak cited 
as his sources: Karl Rove, the advisor 
closest to the President. 

The Justice Department 
responded to calls for an investigation 
into the leak by naming the U.S. 
Attorney for Chicago, Mr. Fitzgerald, as 
special prosecutor. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has created a 
trial record that establishes the 
administration's guilt. Sprinkled 
throughout are the names of most of the 
neoconservatives who had been 
planning the current Iraq War ever since 
the 1991 Gulf War ended 

They came out in the open in 
1997 when they formed a Washington 
think tank of their own - the Project for 
the New American Century (PNAC). 
Their first public act was a 1998 letter to 
President Bill Clinton, calling for the 
swift "removal of Saddam Hussein's 
regime." 

Citing those still-undiscovered 
"weapons of mass destruction," they 
said: "[W]e can no longer depend on our 




partners in the Gulf War coalition ... to 
uphold the [U.N.] sanctions...." 

In 2000 PNAC war-seekers 
issued a lengthy manifesto calling for a 
major escalation of the country's military 
mission. This 81-page document 
proposed a buildup that would make it 
possible for the U.S. to "fight and 
decisively win multiple, simultaneous 
major theater wars." The report depicted 
these wars as "large scale" and "spread 
across [the] globe." 

Iraq was named as a major 

threat. 

Another aim was as follows: 
"Control the new 'international 
commons' of space and cyberspace, 
and pave the way for the creation of a 
new military service - U.S. Space 
Forces - with the mission of space 
control." 

Perhaps the eeriest sentence 
in the document is found on page 51, 
conjuring up images of 9/11: "The 
process of transformation ... is likely to 
be a long one, absent some 
catastrophic and catalyzing event - like 
a new Pearl Harbor." (The PNAC 
documents can be found online at 
newamericancenturv.org .) 

Among the 25 signatories to 
the PNAC founding statement: Dick 
Cheney, I. Lewis Libby, Donald

U.S. Plans Test of Military 
Draft 

Washington - The Selective 
Service System is making plans to test 
its draft machinery, even though the 
White House says it doesn't want to 
bring back the draft. 

The agency is planning its first 
comprehensive test since 1998, a 
Selective Service official said. The test 
itself would not likely occur until 2009. 

Veterans Affairs Secretary Jim 
Nicholson told a news conference that 
society would benefit from a return to 
the draft, but a few hours later, after the 
White House disavowed the remark, 
Nicholson issued a statement in line 
with administration policy. 

The "readiness exercise" would 
test the system that randomly chooses 


draftees by birth date and its network of 
appeal boards that decide how to deal 
with conscientious objectors and others 
who want to delay reporting for duty, 
said Scott Campbell, the service's chief 
information officer 

Recruiting new forces and 
retaining current troops is more 
complicated because of the unpopular 
war in Iraq. In recent years, the Army 
has accepted recruits with lower 
aptitude test scores. 

In remarks to reporters, 
Nicholson recalled his own experience 
as a company commander in an infantry 
unit that brought together soldiers of 
different backgrounds and education 
levels "in the common purpose of 
serving." 

Rep. Charles Rangel (D-NY) 
plans to introduce a bill to reinstate the 
draft. 

The military drafted people 
during the Civil War and both world wars 
and between 1948 and 1973. 
Reincorporated in 1980, the Selective 
Service System maintains a registry of 
18-year-old men, but call-ups have not 
occurred since the Vietnam War.

The Most Sweeping Gun Ban 
Ever Introduced In Congress 

On Feb. 14, 2007, Rep. 

Carolyn McCarthy (D-N.Y.) introduced 
H.R. 1022, a bill "to reauthorize the 
assault weapons ban, and for other 
purposes." 

Presumably, what she means 
by "assault weapons ban" is the Clinton 
Gun Ban of 1994 which expired in 2004 
for multiple reasons, including the fact 
that law enforcement agency studies 
showed that guns affected by the ban 
had been used in only a small 
percentage of crime, before and after 
the ban was imposed. With the nation's 
murder rate 43% lower than in 1991, 
and the re-legalized guns still used in 
only a small percentage of crime, 
reauthorizing the Clinton Gun Ban would 
be objectionable enough. But 
McCarthy's "other purposes" would ban 
every gun banned by the Clinton ban, 
plus millions more guns, including: 

Guns exempted by the 
Clinton ban (Ruger Mini-14s and -30s 
and Ranch Rifles; .30 cal. carbines; and 
fixed-magazine, semi-automatic, center- 
fire rifles that hold more than 10 
rounds.) 

.. All semi-automatic shotguns, 
(e.g., Remington, Winchester, Beretta 
and Benelli, used for hunting, sport 
shooting, and self-defense. H.R. 1022 
would ban them because they have "any 
characteristic that can function as a 


grip," and would also ban their main 
component, called the "receiver.") 

All detachable-magazine 
semi-automatic rifles-including, for 
example, the ubiquitous Ruger 10/22 
.22 rimfire-because they have "any 
characteristic that can function as a 
grip." 

.. Target shooting rifles, (e.g., 
the three centerfire rifles most popular 
for marksmanship competitions: the Colt 
AR-15, the Springfield MIA and the Ml 
"Garand.") 

.. Any semi-automatic shotgun 
or rifle an Attorney General one day 
claims isn't "sporting," even though the 
constitutions of the U.S. and 44 states, 
and the laws of all 50 states, recognize 
the right to use guns for defense. 

.. 65 named guns (the Clinton 
law banned 19 by name); semi-auto 
fixed-magazine pistols of over 10 rounds 
capacity; and frames, receivers and 
parts used to repair or refurbish guns. 
H.R. 1022 would also ban the 
importation of magazines exempted by 
the Clinton ban, ban the sale of a 
legally-owned "assault weapon" with a 
magazine of over 10 rounds capacity, 
and begin backdoor registration of guns, 
by requiring private sales of banned 
guns, frames, receivers and parts to be 
conducted through licensed dealers. 

Finally, whereas the Clinton 
Gun Ban was imposed fora 10-year trial 
period, H.R. 1022 would be a 
permanent ban.

Click It, Ticket or Get Shot 

GARFIELD, NJ - A 42-year- 
old man, described by his family as 
developmental^ disabled, remained in 
critical condition after being shot by 
Clifton police officers after a low-speed 
highway chase.

N.J. Supreme Court Limits 
Condemnation of "Blighted" 
Property 

The New Jersey Supreme 


Court issued a unanimous opinion in 
Gallenthin Realty Development, Inc. v. 
Borough of Paulsboro, addressing the 
government's power to condemn 
property that is "blighted". The Court 
held that property which is merely "not 
fully productive" cannot be considered 
"blighted" and therefore cannot be 
condemned under Article VIII, Section 3 
of New Jersey's Constitution, which 
states that: 

The clearance, replanning, 
development or redevelopment of 
blighted areas shall be a public purpose 
and public use, for which private 
property may be taken [by eminent 
domain].. . 

As the Court points out, "most 
property in the state" can be considered 
"not fully productive" and therefore 
subject to condemnation as blighted 
under the state government's definition 
of the term. Instead, the Court 
concludes that the term "blight" has a 
"negative connotation" and is limited to 
those areas where "deterioration or 
stagnation that has a decadent effect on 
surrounding property." 

This definition strikes me as 
still excessively broad and vague. After 
all, all sorts of conditions can be 
considered "deterioration" or have at 
least a small "decadent effect" on the 
surrounding community. If I fail to 
repave an old driveway on my property, 
it might start to look deteriorated, and 
there may be a small impact on the 
value of neighboring property. 
Nonetheless, the Court's definition is at 
least somewhat more reasonable than 
the virtually limitless definition (including 
all property that is "not fully productive") 
in the New Jersey blight law it struck 
down.
